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Witch Hanting and the 
Origin of the So-Called 
Civil Rights Program

x00d evening, everybody. 


In these six talks I have been 
dealing with the socialistic propa- 
ganda of the Federal Council of 
Churches and the larger denomi- 
nations in it.. I have also told you 
of the rise of the American Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches and its 
testimony to the historic Christian 
faith. Saturday night I read you 
at great length from the ‘Class- 
mate,” an official Sunday school 
paper of The Methodist Church, 
the largeSt body in: the Federal 
Council, and you heard the praise 
of Joseph Stalin and the Russian 
system which Jerome Davis wrote 
for the young people of the 
church. 


Now whenever this type of 
propaganda is carired on, there 
is also another line of propaganda 
that accompanies it. For instance, 
those who would expose those who 
are trying to change our free 
economy are called witch hunters. 


I have in my. hand the “Class- 
mate” for Feb. 1, 1948. The article, 
“Signs of the Times,” by Floyd 
K. Baskette, deals with § civil 
liberties and witch hunting. I 
quote: “Witch-hunting, inspired 
by the fear of the atomic bomb, 
may prove a real danger to basic 
civil liberties. . . . The Com- 
mittee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Un-American Activi- 


, 


~ ties may be one of the chief of- 
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ton, 


fenders. The committee, both 
under the leadership of Repre- 
sentative Dies anqd Wood, has 
shown little tolerance or fairness 
in its investigation of ‘un- -Ameri- 
can activities.’ ” 

I wonder if it is the responsi- 
bility ‘of the church of Tesus 
Christ to’ carry on propaganda 
among the young people against 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities? Why not 
give the youth the Bible? Of 
course, that committee is not 
perfect, but it certainly has been 
set pp to do a very needed job 
in this hour of tremendous crisis. 
It is this Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities that has exposed 
some of the radicalism of leaders 
in the Federal Council. Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam, the president of 
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the Federal Council two years ago, 
has been exposed by it. 

Let me quote from a report of 
that committee concerning Bishop 
Oxnam: “This individual is a 
Methodist minister and is some- 
times referred to as a collectivist 
bishop. 

“He has a record of association 


with several groups which have 
been called Communist. fronts. 
Among these were the following: 


“Oxnam has been a sponsor of 
the National Council of American 
Soviet Friendship, Inc. ... The 
organization has been cited as a 
communist front by several in- 
vestigative bodies. Corliss La- 
mont, one of the active heads of 
the organization has been called 
the most faithful adherent of the 
Communist Party line in the 
United States.” 


‘Naturally, when the Committee 
on Un-American Activities begins 
to make available to the publie 
such information, it is not sur- 
prising to find Sunday school 
literature attacking the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and 
condemning it as witch hunting. 


This same thing is done in re- 
gard to the Federal Council of 
Churches also. I have here the 
‘Westminster Adult Bible Class” for 
May, 1948, monthly lesson maga- 
zine of the Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S.A. I read: “I under- 
stand that the Federal Council of 


.Churches is an agency through 


which Presbyterians and many 
other denominations can work 
effectively. I understand also that 
the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education brings together 
forty or so denominations to 
make lesson outlines and promote 
the cause of Christian Education 
unitedly. But I am told that both 
these organizations are under fire 
from certain other groups withm 
the Christian fold who are bring-. 
ing the charge of ‘unorthodoxy’ 
and other easily charged but dif- 
ficult-to-prove statements. My 
own feeling, after looking rather 
thoroughly into the matter, is that 
the Federal Council and the Inter- 
national Council are the Nehe- 
miahs. who are building and re- 
constructing, and that the -critics 
of these co-operative movements 
are in danger of becoming the 
Sanballats and the Tobiahs. I 
certainly urge every adult Bible 
class member to be wary of 
charges that he may read or hear 
against ... the Federal Council.” 
Thus the Sunday school literature 
is used not only to propagate 
socialistic ideas, as I pointed out, 
but the same literature is used 
also to warn people against those 
who would expose what is being 
done. Either they expect ex- 
posure or people are becoming 
so aroused that these defenses are 
now necessary. 

The civil rights program that 
we hear so much about today and 
which is causing such concern had 
its origin in the Civil Rights Con- 
gress in Detroit. Attending this 
meeting were prominent leaders 
of the Federal Council of 
Churches, and also leaders in the 
Communist Party. Let me read 
you what the Committee on Un- 
American Activities had to say 
about that. I read to you from 
a report on the Civil Rights Con- 
gress by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities dated Sep- 
tember 2, 1947, page 19: “The 
‘Civil Rights Congregs’ is an 
organization dedicated not to the 
broader issues of civil liberties, but 
specifically to the defense of in- 
‘dividual Communists and the Com- 
munist Party. ... The organiza- 
tion is controlled by individuals

Communist Party or openly loyal 
to it, and ... in carrying out 
defense, aims,,the organization has

The Attorney General also cited 
the Civil Rights Congress and its 
affiliated organization as a “sub- 
versive” organization in a list pre- 
pared pursuant to Ejvaecutive 
Order 9835, released by the VU. S. 
Civil Service Commission, Decem- 
ber 5, 1947. 

Now, by the strangest twist, 
many of the same aims and goals 
which are a part of the original 
Civil Rights Congress are included 
in the so-called civil rights pro~ 
gram offered to us at the present 
moment. F.E.P.C. is one of the 
most objectionable features, 
F.E.P.C. has had the official en- 
dorsement of the Federal Council 
of Churches, and its representa- 


|tives have lobbied in Washington 


for the adoption of F.E.P.C. Here 
are the representatives of the 
church going to Washington in the 
name of so many million Protes- 
tants calling for this type of 
legislation. Let me read to you 
from the. official hearings before 
the Sub-committee of the ‘Com- 
mittee on Labor and Public Wel- 
fare of the United States Senate, 
June 11 through July 18, 1947. 
Dr. Beverley M. Boyd. executive 


Secretary of the Department’ of 


Christian Social] Relations of the 
Federal Council, appeared and 
said: “I appear here to. express 
the views of the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in 
America as stated in official action 
by its executive committee and at 
its biennial meetings.” 

Here the Federal Council goes 
to Washington. Undoubtedly, 
great numbers of Christian people 
who are members of the Federal 
Council churches oppose F.E.P.C., 
and yet their representative counts 
to Washington 
claiming to speak for them on 
this very vital issue. In _ the 
course of this testimony Dr. Boyd, 
when pressed under cross-exami- 
nation-by one of the Senators, 
said: “I do not wish to increase, 
as you know, the antagonisms, 
but my personal feeling is that 
maybe the time has come when 
to gain our goal we may have to 
increase those antagonisms, and 
maybe this is the practical step.” 
Here a minister goes on the stand 
before a committee of the United 
States Senate and admits that 
F.E.P.C. will increase antagonisms 
and that he thinks it is a good 
thing to do in order to obtain 
their particular goal. What is the 
goal? I’H tell you what I be- 
lieve it is is — it is socialism; 
and the greater the racial tension, 
the greater the demand for 
government controls! 

Let me read you now the state- 
ment which the American Council 
adopted on F.E.P.C. at its meet- 
ing laSt week down in Atlanta: 

“In the name of ‘Civil Rights,’ 
the proposed civil rights program 
will destroy America’s most 
fundamental civil liberties. The 
attack upon liberty foday has to 
be fade in the name of:liberty. It 
is the Satanic angel-of-light ap- 
proach. This is a stratagem to use 
the prestige of government to 
smear and to intimidate those 
who would -oppose that hurtful 
legislation which the proponents 
of such measures want. 

“It promotes class consciousness 
and inspires hate between peoples. 
It is another step toward the 
socializing of America. It had 
its genesis in the Detrgit Civil 
Rights Congress of 1946, where 
known communists and radical 
church leaders: of the Federal 
Council initiated the entire pro- 
gram. 

“The F.E.P.C., which is recom- 
mended asa part of this program, 
and for which the Federal Coun- 
cil has lobbied in Washington, is 
a vital part of the communist pro- 
gram at the present stage of their 
developing blueprint. 
prise, the right of the employer 
to choose, and the right of the 
employee to work with whom he 
desires are substantially abrogat- 
ed.

plain about God Almighty’s, not 
taking care of the Devil’s kid? 
you are not God’s child and here 
you are fussing at God because 
he does not take care of a child 
of the Devil:” 


Now the Bible says that He 
‘sendeth rain on the just and on 
the unjust.” But that is just be- 
cause Gog is good. He is not ob- 
ngated; He does not have to send 
the rain on the unjust. Because 
He is just such a good God, He 
ssys, “Poor fellow; I love him 
and I will send him some rain.” 


But motherhood and peg wierd S 
carries an obligation. If I trust 
God it becomes His responsibil- 
ity to take ‘care of me. If I put 
myself in His hands anqg ‘turn 
things over to Hi, then I am His 
responsibility. That is a wonder- 
ful thing. 


The psalmist says, ‘Now, Lord, 
take care of me; I’m trusting You. 
I am looking to You to do it.’ 
When you turn, things over to 
Cod, when you put them in the 
Lord’s hands, His reputation is at 
stake. A Christian has a right to 
say, “Lord, take cere of me; I’m 
‘rusting You. Give me some 
money. Help me out. I'am in 
Your hands. I am looking to 
You to take care of me.” 


Years ago, when I was a young 
preacher, I held a meeting in 
Louisiana. There I met the most 
rugged old-time, camp-meeting 
Methodist preacher I ever saw. 
He was not educated. He had 
muscles in his arms, muscles in 
his legs, muscles in his will and. 
muscles in his character. I never 
knew such a rugged man! 1 
pever knew a man who had such 
practical, common sense as he 
had. I could tell you the most 
thrilling stories ahout that. man 
if I had the time. But here is one 
story. 

There lived in that community 
a wicked man who had a wicked 
wife. One day they sent.for the 
preacher and-said, “Come_over to 
our home quickly!” The preacher 
went. When he got there they 
said, “The doctor has told us our 
little baby is dying. .Won’t you 
ask Gog to spare our baby, ask 


presentation of the law of God, 
and the eternal judgments of God 
upon eVildoers. Human relations 
are not aided by ‘social-gospellers’ 
who would place us in an iron 
vise.” 


Why doesn’t the church of Jesus 
Christ preach the Gospel? Why 
must it go down. to Washington 
and take part in political 
maneuvers ? 


Christian friends, these issues 
concern you; they concern me and 
our’ children, the future of the 
church and our country. 


The solution of these problems 
has to do with the preaching of 
Jesus Christ. Men need to be 
saved and born again; then they 
will love their neighbors. All the 
socialistic vises and clamps in the 
world cannot make a man be good. 
When the church is being used, 
as I have pointed out in this talk, 
to stir up confusion and strife, the 
cause and hope of Russia are 
greatly enhanced. 


We cannot sit silent and let 
those who would destroy our 
free economy simply run away 
with our freedom. Christian peo- 
ple, God’s Word has something to 
say about your support and your 
fellowship with that which is con- 
trary to the Gospel and to the 
Word: of God. We are indeed in the 
midst of a_ twentieth century 
reformation. 


Tomorrow night I shall go into 
more detail in my final talk which 
I have called, “A Personal Testi- 
mony.” I want you Presbyterians 
especially to hear my final talk.

What kind of a Christian are you going to be? ‘Perhaps 
you did not even know that there could be more than one 


kind of a Christian, -but there 
happy, j 


certainly can! You may be a 


joyful Christian, rejoicing in the Lord always, as we 


are commanded to do (Phil. 4:4) ; or you can be like so many 
others, happy only part of the time. 


You may be the kind of a 
Christian who knows that he is 
saved, never doubts it because he 
knows just how he was saved and 
that God keeps His promises. Or 
you may be the kind of Christian 
who frequently doubts his salva- 
tion and wonders if God has not 
forsaken him, 


You may be the kind of a Chris- 
tian who has a regular daily 
vietory over sin, 
Christian who is able to over- 
come daily temptations and, 
though he will know that he is 
naturally weak and-frail and sin- 
ful, yet has such daily cleansing 
and daily power to turn away from 
known sin that on the whole his 
life is one grand victory! Or you 
may be the kind of Chri8tian who, 
though truly converted and truly 
loving the Lord Jesus in his 
heart and knowing he has trusted 
Christ for salvation; is neverthe- 
less constantly defeated, often 
falling into sin or having habits 
that ‘he..seems ynable to break. 
You see, a Christian may be vic- 
torious or defeated. . 

A Christian may find great joy 
in the Bible and read it daily with 
increasing profit and help and 
enjoyment. Or a Christian may 
find the Bible dull, may feel him- 
self more or less.unable to master 
the Word of God and to live by 


its precepts, because he is not a 


mature and. victorious Christian. 
I know Christians like that, don’t 
you? 

A Christian may be a soul win- 
ner. Certainly that is the highest 
aim of our Saviour for every 
Christian. He may day by day 
have the power of the Holy Spirit 


upon him so-that he will know. 


what to say to sinners and may 
find that the blessed Holy Spirit 
takes his testimony and warnings 
and uses them powerfully in turn- 
ing sinners to Christ. Or a 
Christian may go along from 
the day of his salvation and never 
win a soul, and meet God empty 
handed at the judgment seat of 
Christ! What a sad thing to be 
one of the branches of Christ, the 
Vine, but to bear no fruit! What 
a sad thing to be saved, as Lot 
was down in Sodom, but to have 
one’s family and kinspeople and 
neighbors destroyed and sent to 
Hell because one did not. have the 
power to win them!

that there are these two kinds of 
@hristians—the victorious and the 
defeated, the happy and the sad, 
the prosperous and the unprosper- 
ous, the soul winners and the un- 
fruitful. In writing to the church 
at Corinth the Apostle Paul was 
inspired to say: a 

“And I .brethren, could not 
speak unto you as unto spirtual, 
but as unto carnal, even as -unto 
babes in Christ. I have fed you 
with milk, and not with meat: 
for hitherto ye were not able to 
bear it, neither yet now are ye 
able. For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas there is among you envy- 
ing, and strife, and divisions, are 
ye not carnal, and walk as men? 
For while one saith, I am of Paul; 
and another, I am of Apollos; are 
ye not carnal?” (I Cor. 3:1-4). 


You see, it was a sad fact that 
many of these new concerts at Cor- 
inth were still only babes in Christ, 
though they had been, saved some 
time before. They wére still weak 
and were not able to eat the strong 
meat of the Word of God, but had 
to be fed upon milk. Théy were 
“carnal” and not “spiritual.” They 
were only baby Christians. They 
could not have the regular strong 
food that Christians ought to be 
able to enjoy. They had divisions 
and strifes. They were envious. 
They had a tendency to follow 
human leaders without having the 
spiritual wisdom to follow Christ, 
through Christ’s men. And else- 
where in this epistle we find that 
many of these Christians lived de- 
feated lives. Some of them even 
came drunk to the Lord’s table. 
One man was living’ in shameful 
sin with his stepmother, and others 
in the church took his part. So 
there were quarrels. And though 
Paul writes to these as really 
born-again Christians, yet he 
frankly charges that many of 
them are carnal, defeated, un- 
spiritual] Christians, 

But the Bible, thank God, shows 
us just how to be grown-up 
Christians instead of babies. The 
Bible shows us how to be happy 
sad and 
despondent ones. The Bible shows 
us how to be fruitful soul win- 
ners ,so that we will not come 
empty handed to meet our Sav- 
iour and be ashamed before Him. 
The Bible shows us how we may 
hnow, know all the time, that we 
are saved and kept saved by the 
rower of God. The Bible shows 
us how we may have our prayers 
answered regularly, daily. 
in this little book I will earnest- 
ly try to show you God’s seven 
secrets of a happy, prosperous

And fear 
came upon every soul: and many 
wonders and signs were done by 
the apostles. And all that be- 
lieved were together, and had all 
taings common; And sold their 
possessions and goods, and part- 
ed them to all men, as every man 
had need. And they, continuing 
daily with one accord in the tem- 
ple, and breaking bread from 
rouse to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of 
heart, praising God, and having 
favour with all the people. And 
tne Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be saved.’— 
Acts 2:41-47, 


How my heart is thrilled as -I 
read this passage and see how 
happy were these new converts, 
how joyful was their fellowship! 
They ate their meat “with glad- 


Spirit-empowered 
pleading and their glad testimony! 

But as we read the passage we 
‘note that, there did not come a 
great crisis by which they were 
instantly made holy, sinless, with 
all the natural temptations and 
weaknesses. of the human flesh 
taken away. No, if we study the 
Scripture here carefully we will 
find instead there were certain 
rules these new converts followed 
and by so doing they continued 
in the joy and power of the bless- 
ed revival in which they were 
converted. Here we find the 
seven secrets of a happy Chris- 
tian life. 

You will be surprised, perhaps, 
when I say that all these seven 
secrets are shown in this_ passage.

FIRST SECRET: These ‘con- 
verts had the assurance of sajva- 
tion baseq upon the plain Word 
of God. “Then they that gladly 
received his word wefe baptized 
.”’ (vs. 41). 


SECOND SECRET: The new 
converts were baptized, thus pub- 
licly confessing Christ, each one 
publicly renouncing and 
counting dead and burying the 
old sinner that each had been; 
and publicly rising. from the 
waters of baptism to live a res- 
urrected life, in the power of 
Christ. “Then they .. . were 
baptized” (vs. 41). 

THIRD SECRET: The new con- 
verts were added to the local as- 
sembly of Christians; they joined 
the church. “And the same day 
there were added unto them about 
three thousand souls” (vs. 41).

The Blessed Path of Life, 
Leading to Glory 


“Thou will shew me the path of 
life: in thy presence is fulness of 
joy; at they right hand there are 
pleasures for evermore’’—vs. 11.

“the good Lord will weigh our | 


good deeds against the bad, and if 
the good outweigh the bad, then 
we will be saved; but we can’t 
know now.” a 


How foolish! We need not he 
ignorant of pon Plage fact. It is 
neither conceit—nor presumption. 
It is Scriptural assurance. Paul 
KNEW he was saved before he 
ever went to Heaven. He said, 
*“l KNOW whom I have believed, 
and am persuaded that he is able 
to keep that which I -have com- 
mitted unto him against that day”’ 
(II Tim. 1:12). God wants you 
to have assurance.

“Pray indeed,” he thought; “how 
can I pray! I’m not a Christian. 
I am in no position to go into 
God’s presence.” 

Just at this time the evangelist 

came with his Bible opened to 
John 3:16 and said, “Young man, 
simply receive the Lord Jesus 
as your Saviour, asking Him to 
forgive you of your sin and believe 
that He does. The Spirit of God 
shall come into your heart and 
bear witness that you are a 
child of God: Believe, young man, 
believe!”

of God. No council could include 
a book that was “rot already 
sealed. by the approval of God 
among the people; nor could any 
council exclude a book. that God 
had given to the churches, 


Take, for example, the book of 
Hlebrews. No one knew’ who 
wrote it. Yet God said through 
the Spirit to the churches that it 
.was His inspired Word. He says 
so today. In our New Testament 
you will find the book. What the 
councils did or did not do is im- 
material. The people of God 
through the centuries recognized 
it as inspired and it became a 
part of the New Testament. 


The gathering together of the 
New Testament Scriptures  oc- 
curred during the two .or three 
centuries after Christ and it was 
done by the Holy, Spirit through 
the minds and the hearts of the 
early. Christian people. - 
of the canon are their own apolo- 
gists. They were revered as the 
Word of Gog among believers in 
the East, in the West, in Africa, 
wherever the Gospel message of 
Christ was preached. 

All this occurred before there 
was such a thing as a bishop at 
Rome claiming possession of all 
the heritage of the Lord. During 
those days the church at Rome 
was just one among many others 
and if there were any .bishops of 
the churches who claimed prece- 
dence and authority over others, 
tthey were more likely to be the 
bishops of the East, the patri- 
archs of Jerusalem, Antioch and 
Constantinople than of the West. 

For the modern bishop of 
Rome and his papal sect to lay 
claim to the New Testament 
Scriptures is as absurg as for 
them to appropriate the Hebrew 
Old ‘Testament. 

Now that the Roman Catholic

erance, Instead of-being a friend 
or the Bible the Roman Church 
has been and stilf is its worst 
enemy. Under their hands it was 
suppressed for hundreds and hun- 
dreds of years. Even the priests 
themselves were ignorant of it. 


Scriptures Forbidden 


When the Renaissance came 
with its intellectual freedom it 
brought a burning desire for 
learning that resulted in the read- 
ing of the. Scriptures in their 
original languages and their trans- 
lation into the vernacular of the 
people. What was the attitude 
cot the Roman Catholic Church 
toward this discovery of the Bi- 
ble? It fought to the death the 
translation, the distrikution and 
the reading of the Scriptur®€s. 


They made it an offense pun- 
ishable by death even to possess 


a copy of the Word of God. They. 


Ceclared the saintly scholar John 
Wycliff, of Baliol College, Oxford, 


a heretic for publishing the 
Scriptures in English. He died 
in 1384 but they dug up his 


bones in 1415 to cast them upon 
a dunghill, later’ changed their 
minds, burned the remains with 
fire and threw the ashes in the 
river Swift, a tributary of the 
Avon. 


It is the own avowel of the 
Catholic Church that “Rome 
never changes.” Pope Pius VII 
in 1816 issued a papal bull declar- 
ing that organizations for the 
Gcistribution of the Scriptures are 
“a fiendish instrument for the 
undermining of the foundations of 


religion.” His successor, Pope 
Leo XII, in an encyclical epistle 
Gated May, 1824, mournfully 


complains about Bible Societies 
“which violate the traditions of 
the fathers ang the Council of 
Trent by circulating the Scrip- 
tures in the vernacular tongues 
of all nations.” 


This particular pope :continues: 
“In order to avert this pest, our 
predecessors have published sev- 
eral constitutions tending to show 
how pernicious for the faith and 
for morals this perfidious insti- 
tion (the Bible Society) is.” From 
another of the bulls of the bis- 
hops of Rome is. this sentence: “It 
Goes not belong to the people to 
read the Bible.” 


Impossible to Destroy 


The first three centuries of the 
Christian Era saw imperial Rome 
cast to the wild beasts’ those 
found in possession of the holy 
books. After the development, 
centuries layer, of what we know 
as papal Rome, the same thing 


happened. Those found - reading 
the Bible were burned at the 
stake, imprisoned, maimed, tor- 


tured, tormented. 

And yet today that same false 
church comes forward as the sole 
possessor and champion of the 
Word of God, the Holy’ Scrip- 
tures! 
nies that this is true. Every mis- 
sionary on the foreign field denies 
the truth of the assertion made 
hy the members of this church. 
‘Their own consciences _ testify 
egainst them. 

For ages they have despised 
the Holy Word and exalted their 
own tradition; yet have they not 
been able to destroy the oracles 
of God that condemn them. They 
‘have been compelled in spite of 
themselves to leave untampered 
the books of the Bible—even as 
they were given of God to His 
people. | 

Whose Book is it? God’s Book. 
Who gave it to us? God. Through 
His prophets ang apostles. Who 
preserved it? God. To whom does 
it belong? To God and to us. Let 
no man rob you of your heritage.
